Elements of the Chinese Communist 5 Garrison Regiment were encircling a 
group of 20 guerrillas in the area south of Talochi (118-35, 25-15). There 
are elements of the 5 Garrison Regiment at Fengt'ing (118-50, 25-13). 


3- On 11 September 30 guerrillas of a group which landed on 6 September were 
proceeding from the Hungyen (}4 & ) area toward Hsienyu (118-41, 25-21).

September but were still continuing to fight in the Faeilenyu ares.
